The Guns of the British fleet opened 
a hostile fire against a foreign nation on 
Tuesday morning, the ‘first war shots 
they have fired in a great number of 
years, and which may be but a signal 
for plunging our motherland, as well as 
Europe, into a wat of which none could 
foretell the end. The disruption in 


Egypt has engaged public attention al- 
most wholly fer weeks past. Arabi 
Pasha, one of the Egyptian military 
leaders, succeeded in causing a revolt 
of the army against the Khedive, and a 
general insurrection was about to ensue. 


England has large interests in Egypt, 
principally the Suez Canal, her great 
highway to India, and the usurping 
Pasha could not be allowed to jeopard- 
ize these interests to gratify his ambition 
or that of his followers. The British 
fleet has been before Alexandria for 
some weeks, the Egyptians meanwhile 
erecting forte and earthworks and mount- 
ing heavy guiis covering the harbor. 
The British Commander, Admiral Sey- 
mour, acting under instructions from 
the Goyernment, ordered the discontin- 
uaneé of the works under penalty of 
his bombarding the forts. No attention 
was paid to their summons, and true to 
his word the Britihh Admiral opened 
fire on the menacing forts, after giving 
24 hours notice. 

Eight of the fimest iron clads in the 
British fleet took part in the action, 
namely, the Inflexible, Temeraire,Pene- 
lope, Superb, Sultan, Invincible, Alex- 
andria, and Monarch. The Inflexible 
carries four 80-tem guns. The Egyp- 
tians réturned the fire from every fort 
within range, but it produced no effect 
upon the fleet. On the other hand the 


guns of the fleet did wonderful execu- 


tion, riddling the forts, dismounting the 
guns of the enemy, and eventually 
silencing them 4ll in a few hours. The 
combat will be renewed until all the 
forts in the harbor are dismantled, and 
then the revolting Egyptians will pro-

‘The Saw Mill ‘at Glen Lewis Goes. 
A few weeks ago we chronicled the fact 


that the dam at Dawney's Rapids had again 


suffered from a discharge of dynamite, which 
had no doubt been placed ‘by some poor suf- 
terer ftom fever and ague. On Monday last 
some tepairs were commented on the dam,and 
that night the saw mill and all its contents 
wert deftroyed ‘by fire, It is purely a matter 
of conjecture, of course, whether the fire was 
the act of the same party or'parties who have 
been “‘raising ” the dam lately, or whether 
it was done for the same pirpose—to lessen 
the Yaalaria in the neighborhood.

ed up, the deceased abandoned his trade and 
took a small farm in the 9th concession of 
the Township of Madoc, subsequently pur- 
chasing a part of lot number 10 in the Ist 
concession of Elzevir ; he removed thither on 
which he resided up to the time of his death, 

The deceased may, in common with his 
fellowmen, have had some infirmities ; but as 
a neighbor he was obliging, as a friend. he 
was reliable, as a man of honor and integrity 
he had few equals, as a father «nd h d 
he was kind and affectionate, and as a mem- 
ber of the Charch he wes consistent and in- 
fluential.

Wishart being wired for at St John, N. B., 
came home a week earlier than he had intend- 
ed in order to perform the last rites for the 
deceased, and to speak words of comfort and 
cheer to the mourning family, this being the 
second death in his congregation during ‘his 
absence of a few weeke, and the fourth with- 
ina few months, :
